Status of the Claims 

This action is in response to papers filed 13 April 2005 in which claim 47 was amended 
and claims 1-46 were canceled. The amendments have been thoroughly reviewed and entered. 

The previous objections and rejections in the Office Action dated 13 January 2005 are 
withdrawn in view of the amendments. The amendments place the pending claims in 
condition for allowance. 

Claims 47-54 are in condition for allowance. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims are drawn to an array comprising probe spots wherein the probes in each 
spot are from 60 to 100 nucleotides and have less than 50% homology with probes in other 
spots. The prior art routinely teaches two types of probes: short probes with up to 50 
nucleotides and long probes with hundreds or thousands of nucleotides. The claimed range 
is unique with the exception of Church (U.S. Patent No. 6,548,021) who teaches probes of 16 to 
60 nucleotides (e.g. col. 8, lines 33-35). Therefore, the claimed range overlaps the range 
taught by Church et al at 60 nucleotides. However, Church does not teach or suggest the 
claimed composition wherein the probes of each spot have less than 50% homology with probes 
in any other spot. The requirement of low homology between the probe spots distinguished 
the claimed invention over the prior art.
